A Cheyenne (Wyoming) dispatch 
gives the tollowing account of the op- 
erations and subsequent capture of a 
couple of bold highwaymen: ‘‘The 
coach that left Deadwood Tuesday 
morning, coming south, was stopped 
and robbed last night within three 
miles of this post, by two armed men, 
supposed to be Blackburn and Wall, 
the notorious road agents. There 
were seven passengers on the coach, 
among whom was United States Mar- 
shal Sweesy. The robbers took every- 
thing of any value that could be found 
—money, jewelry, blankets and over- 
coats. The same men about daylight 
this morning, robbed a freight outfit, 
consisting of four wagons, taking all 
the blankets they had. They took 
from a Chinaman who was with the 
train everything he had, and then ad- 
ministered a sound thrashing with tffe 
teamster’s whip. Lieut. Chase, with 
a detachment of the Third Cavalry, 
accompanied by William Reid, an ex- 
perienced man at tracking thieves and 
catching them, started this morning 
at daylight in pursuit of the thieves, 
and followed them nearly all day 
hearing of them often just ahead, they 
having robbed six different men dur- 
i e day.

Concerning the benefits which may 
grow out of a wise system of co-oper- 
ation, we read the following in the 
California Patriot. This is the proper 
direction for all co-operative efforts, 
viz: to conserve legitimate profits. 
Whenever a class or community at- 
tempt to make corners or raise market 
values they will finally suffer defeat. 
But 1n computing a fair rate of profit, 
and defending that against middle- 
men, co-operation is necessary and 
sure to succeed. The Patriot says: 

It is not generally known that the 
farmers living on the banks of the 
Sacramento river have for the last 
four or five years-been engaged in one 
of the most profitable co-operative 
schemes in California. Sacramento 
river and the numerous islands in the 
delta, formed by the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers, are known to be 
the garden spot of California -for 
fruits and vegetables, all of which 
find a market in San Francisco, 

Previous to the formation of the 
California Transportation Company, 
the farmers were put to great incon- 
venience and heavy expense in getting. 
their products to market. To remedy 
these evils and prevent the entire 
value of their crops from being ab- 
sorbed by the-vessels engaged in car- 
rying trade, and by commission mer- 
chants, some five years ago they put 
one small steamer on the route at re- 
duced rates. Their business increased 
so rapidly that they were compelled 
to put on more steamers, until last 
year, when their profits amounted to 
some $50,000. This season they had 
the steamer Onward built at a cost of 
about $40,000, and now have six 
steamers and several barges employed. 
Illustrations are not wanting where 
farmers in various parts of the State 
have been largely benefitted by co- 
operation. 


The Silver Bill. 


The following is the fufl text of the 
silver bill as amended by the Com- 
mittee on Finance and reported to the 
Senate to-day: 


Beit enacted, etc., That there 
should be coined at the several mints 
of the United States silver dollars of 
the weight of 4124, grains troy of 
standard silver each, as provided in 
the Act of January, 1837, on which 
shall be devices and superscriptions 
provided by said Act; which coins, 
together with all silver dollars hereto- 
fore coined by the United States, of 
like weight and fineness, shall be a 
legal tender at their nominal value for 
all debts and dues, public and private, 
except when otherwise provided by 


. contract; and the Secretary of the 


Treasury is authorized and directed, 
out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to purchase 
from time to time silver bullion at the 
market price thereof, of not less than 
$2,000,000 per month nor more than 
$4,000,000 per month, and cause the 
same to be coined, and such and any 
gain or seigniorage arising from this 
coinage shall be accounted for and 
paid into the Treasury as provided for 
under the existing laws relative to 
subsidiary coinage; provided, that the 
amount of money at any one time in- 
vested in such silver bullion, exclu- 
sive of such resulting coin, shall not 
exceed $5,000,000. é

this act are hereby repealed.
